Large manufacturers might, adopt 
means of teaching their workmen 
through publication! and lectures, and 
employers generally could give those 
under them many valuable hints on 
saving. The principal causes of an- 
thrift were directly traeeahle to the 
love of Strong drink, use of tohaceo, 
and the vices they naturally lead to.

Glasgow, Ky., a very sad accident 
happened to Mr. J. E. Bostiok, a well 
known deaf-mute, a shoemaker by 
trade, who, notwithstanding his fine 

education, fell a victim to the fatal 

fascination of walking on the railroad 
tracks. He was educated here in <t/i/<: 
helium days, and several otlicers bare 
claimed him as their old classmate. 
That day he was out hunting all day 
and was returning home late in the 
evening, when the accident happened. 
Owing to the darkness and hecause of 
DO light being put on the rear end of 
the engine, whfofa was drawing back- 
ward a train full of stock, being un- 
ahle to hear the train coming, Mr. 
Bostiok was knocked down and man- 
gled ; and the most sad part was that 

the train employes were entirely un- 
conscious of having caused the death 
of a fellow being, and they did not 
know any thing of it until the follow- 
ing morning. The poor man must 
have heen suffering the most cxcurial- 
ing pains in his last, hours as the fol- 
lowing evidences will show: "From

The lecture by Mr. W. L. Hill, the 
New England delegate to the Paris 
Congtcss, before the Boston Deaf 

Mute Society on October 80th, was, 

as anticipated, largely attended, not- 
withstanding the Gallaudet Society 
and Epbthapha Club held a (nesting 
on the same evening. Lynn, Beverly, 
Salem, Haverhill, Providenoe, Quinoy, 
and oilier places in I,he vicinity of 
Boston, were represented. 
Promptly at 8 o'clock Mr. Tilling- 

hast called I lie assembl y tO order, in- 
troducing Oscar Iv iiisiiianii, President 
of the New England Gallaudet As 
sociation, who in a few well chosen re- 
remarks introduced the lecturer. For 
an hour and a hall' he held the un- 
limited attention of the audience. A 
large-sized framed photograph of the 
Paris Convention was then shown to 
those who were present by Mr. Hill, 
who announced that for the present, 
it « Id remain at the Hap of the 

Boston Societ \ . 

Before commencing hit lecture, 
which be preferred to call a "narra- 
tive," Mr. Hill expressed his | 
pleasure at meeting so many promi 
nent deaf-mutes and so enooui 

gathering of ladies. lie always liked 
the ladies anyway, and one of his sur- 
prises and disappointments at Paris 

the almost utter absence of ladles 
from the sessions of t he congress. In 
America, such a convention would 
have derived tone and inspiration from 
the presence of many bright and 
Sparkling feminine faces, and when 
we hold our congress in New York, 
or wherever il may be, we will show 
our foreign friends as line a. galaxy of 
Worn mkind as any country on earth 
Can present, ; and l.osloti and New 
England women will OCCUpy front 
seats by sheer force of merit.

It 

was a useful method when properly 

applied. Its results have been signal- 
l\ successful in many cases, and it has 
undoubtedly come to slay. But Mr. 
Hill thought that all experience and 
common sense favored the American, 
or Combined System, in which signs 
or the oral method came into ['lay, as 
best, suited the capacity or circum- 
stances of the pupil. The results of 
his observations of deaf-mute lifeand 
character during his whole trip, con- 
vinced him that I he oral method had 
gOl to make a I reinendous advance be- 
yond its present status before il could 
deserve to supplant all other methods 

of deaf-mute instruction. 

Mr. Hill rapidly sketched the work 
of the Congress, and said thai he came 
so laic in tin' held now that he could 
not tell much thai had not already 
been told by the deaf -mule papers and 
by delegates in lectures since their 
return. He said that no one could 
fairly pronounce the Congress a fail- 
ure. True, it was very poorly manag- 
ed, accord ini;- to the American idea, 
and he explained some of its defects

sults as were seen in the jki'sdiiihI of 
Ihc Americans there gathered. 

Mr. Hill said that il this Congress 

had not been called for any other pur- 
pose than to do honor to the memory 
of the Abbe De PKpee, the lit's'l 
great benefactor of (lie deaf, \rho 
lied a hundred years ago, if would 
still be entitled to an important and 

unique place in the history of deaf- 
mute affairs. For the tributes that 
were paid the memory of this im- 
mortal man, on several occasions, 
both by French and Americans, were 

highly interesting and impressive. 

lie described the visit to the 

De I'Ej monument at Versailles, 

when some 260 deaf mules from 
nearly a do/en different countries 
paid fitting honors to the name and 
fame of the great emancipator of the 
deaf. The lecturer also gave a brief 

account, of a visit to a deaf mute 

school in Paris, describing briefly the 

method of life, Study, work, etO., pur- 
sued, and the general appearance of 
the Institution. As far as neatness, 

order ami home-like attractions were 

concerned, he said that there was not 
a school in America, I hat was not im- 
measurably its superior. The oral 
method has been in unr at this school 
only nine years, and Air. Hill did not 

feel like criticising it too sharply in 

view of its comparatively brief trial, 

bul he saw little in if there to admire. 
Mr. Hill alluded to the discussion 

of the question of intermarriage of 

I he deaf, which occupied the alien! ion 
of the ( '.ingress one even iie;'.
